Rwas 
a remarkable piece of legis- 
lation in the Public Health 
Service. . . . But here, having 
done all that, what do we do 
but come in with another 
tiny specific program, very 
costly to administer. It gets 
HUD (the. new Departmennt 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment) into the .health busi- 
ness. . . ." • 

As the views ol the Repub- 
lican" minority state, there 
arc presently 4 Federal agei^- 
cies concerned with the sul'i- 
ject of rat extermination and 
control. ; Many of those who 
voted against entertaining 
the recent rat extermination 
bill did so on tlie basis that 
adding a fifth program to

Hospitals once were pro 
tected as charitable Institu- 
iibns from damage claims by 
patients, but this immunity 
has given away to the individ- 
ual's right ^ta_al remedy—in' 
ilie law for a wrong commit- 
ted against him. 

I^milarly, . the ' ininiuhily 
from damage claims once^n- 
joyed by certain governmen- 
tal agencies, as divisioiris , of 
a sQvereign power-^the State

^le- of what liBB taken -plaee 
across the country to brealc 
down immunities ..which, in 
ihe case of hospitate and 
similar institutions, has been 
the rule since the Middle 
Ages. ■;. 

"liTissortMirstiitrsupreme 
Court held that hospitals 
were at least partially liable 
for damages. In effect, the 
Court said that since the fi- 
nancial prptection of public 
liability insurance lis available 
to hospitals, ther^is no ren- 
sbn why they should not be 
sued. However, the Court 
said awards for damages 
against hospitals should be 
confined to the limits of tffe 
hospital's insurance cover- 
age. 

Later, in 9 case arising out 
of Sbuthern Illinqis, the State' 
Supreme Court aJbolished the 
^artialy immunity of, its 1950 
ruling.^— Today,-suits may- be 
brought, and judgments 
awarded regardless of the 
extent of a hospital's insur- 
ance coverage: or- wlietlier it 
iias such coverage. <f . . 

Under the old rule, that 
granted immunity to. a sov- 
ereign,' even school districts, 
park districts and similar 
bodies were protected against 
d^jnage claims.^ The law took 
the View that such divisions 
or instruments of authority 
enjoyed the same immunity 
as the sovereigiir— the federal, 
state or local government. 

The availability of public 
liability insurance has been 
a factor in eliminating im- 
munities'. Insurance pro- 
vides a protection against 
dctremc financial loss which 
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sources. 

The newspaperman in Illi- 
nois who 4 declines in court 
to reveal, the identity of his 
cpnfidential informants may 
expect to spend some time 
in jail, pay a fine,' or both. 
. According to the Illinois 
State Bar Association, the 
journalist does not enjoy, the 
immunity against disclosure 
of ^ confidences possessed un- 
der the law by the clergy- 
man, doctor, psychiatrist, and 
lawyer. • ; 

As it applies' to the latter 
professioiis, the law says they^ 
need not testify to cotifes- 
sions, admissions . and other 
confidential-information -re- 
ceived in the course of their 
ordinary ministrations to the 
penitent, patients, or clients 
7-Were it otherwise, the law 
reasons, the function of these 
professions would be nUlli-. 
fied. The good offices of the 
spiritual adviser would be 
compromised. The patient 
would not give bis doctor in- 
formation he needs to accu- 
rately diagnose a disease or 
other ailment. The client 
would not tell his lawyer all 
he needs to know to properly 
conduct a case. ' 

While the. issue has not 
come before the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, the ISBA ob- 
serves, there is no law under 



man who ndght refuse, to 
identify his confidential 
source ,of information. A 
court of law, or board of in- 
quiry,-could-hold-the-news- 
man in contempt-' if it felt'the 
information was essential, or 
even pertinent, to its search 
for thefacts. 

An example of what could 
happen in IlliAois occurred in 
Oregon when a college news- 
paper editor refused a court 
order td identify those wlio 
gave informatfon for a story 
about marijuana smoking on 
the campus. She had prom- 
ised anonymity to her infor- 
mants, who were marijuana 
users' and whose disclo sure 
could expose them, to prose- 
cution. She was fined $30(»;. 
on the contempt charge. 
^-On the . other- hand,- some - 
states do take ' the position . 
that what is true or the law- 
yei: or clergyman also is true 
for the newspaperman.. 
Twelve states protect the re- 
porter, against disclosure of 
his sources ort . the , ground 
that he perforins a certain 
"watch-dog" role in society 
and that information in the 
public interest might not be 
forthcoming without assur- 
ances of anonymityi whether 
as a'prptection from prosecu- 
tion, from reprisals or^whatr 
ever the reason. .
